I received the "used, repairable with replacement knobs and meter" R-392 
from Fair yesterday and it seems to be in great mechanical shape and was 
very well packed (even though it probably didn't need to be given the 
ruggedized nature). For those tracking serial numbers it is from Decitron 
on contract FR36-039-N-6-00081(E) serial # 847. It appears complete and 
clean though it was in need of lubrication and 3 of the cam followers were 
not rotating but seem okay after a bit of cleaning and synthetic oil. This 
is the first Decitron product I have come across but the build quality 
looks fine. 


I was surprised that the replacement knobs have the "glowing" paint 
markers. The paint appears to be in very good shape but I coated them with 
clear lacquer for added safety. Any list knowledge on any other special 
cautions with these other than not chewing on or inhaling the paint? 


Now on to building a 28 V supply as the largest low variable voltage supply 
I have is only rated (and fused) for 1.5 A even though it is a 60+ pound 
boatanchor.

My R-392 had knobs with stained white markers. Before I knew about any 
possible radiation hazards I refinished them which included wire brushing 
out the old filler and replacing it with white paintstick material from AES. 
It looks great now. A year or so later I found myself building a little 
Geiger counter which revealed that the meter in the R-392 is the "hottest" 
of all my various boatanchors. Fortunately it is untouched. My workshop area 
where I buffed the knobs tests clean but sometimes I wonder...... 


Incidentally the carrier level meter on the R-390A (EAC 1967, original 
meters) is moderately radioactive but the line level meter has no activity 
at all. The two meters on the CV-157 are radioactive but less than any of 
the others. I haven't yet detected any radioactivity on any other boatanchor 


item or tube.

Does your Decitron have the solid state audio output module? Dubrow PTO? Is 
there a date on the ID plate? Do any of your modules have production dates? 
You probably know the Decitron contract was possibly the last of R-392's. 


I also have a Decitron R-392. This one was reportedly an over-run on the 
Decitron final production run. It has no ID tag (so no serial number) and 
had never been mechanically or electrically aligned. After alignment, it has 
worked very well. With the solid state module the current requirement is 
reduced, and it runs much cooler.

getting treated like the TX signal, e.g. attenuated. 


My response was AW, C'MON!!! 


Talked to a pal that worked on solid state PIN T-R switches for 
1960 StarWars Nike Zeus. This is a physics-type & he reports the 
reason for PIN switch need was spark-gap T-Rs sputter. And the 
sputtered metal gets on the glass insides & ruins their day. 


Sputter deposition is the failure mode. NOT "excess gas that causes 
ionization to the point..."
